TliACttEK "' JSST1TUTE. 


Held at Clinton, Septtmbor 1O-141U 


Tbe teachers' institute for the 2nd su- 


perintendent district of Rock county, was 
held sit Clinton, September 10-Uth. Pro- 
fessor H. D. Maxson, of Whitewater, and 
Superintendent Wm. Jones conducted 
tho exercises, which were beneficial and 
interesting in the highest degree. Two 
years ago an institute lasting two weeks 
was hold at Clinton, at which the whole 
number of teachers present was fifty- 
three, and the average daily attendance 
was thirty. This year tbe institute lasted 
but one week, tbe whole number en- 
rolled was forty-eight and the average 
daily attendance forty-two. 


These facts, we thiuV, are a decided 


argument for a one week session of the 
institute, as at this time of the year many 
ot the teachers are engaged in the work 
of tbe fall term, and are unable to leave 
the school room fDr more than a week, 
and tbe result is that very few are able to
